“The present mode of exscuting eriml-
nals by hangiug hns come down to us from
the dark ages, and it sy well be ques-
tloned whether the scivnee of the presunt
day cannot provide a means for taking the
lives of such ms are condumned to die in o
less barbarous manner, 1 commend the
suggestion to the members of the leginla-
bare."

As noreault a commission on execution
wis appolnted, composed of Alfred P
Southwlek, of Bufale; Elbridge T. Gerry,
of New York, nnd Matthew Hall, of Al
bany, Thene gentlemen went exhaustively
luto the history of capltal punlshment.
They sought informution alike from books
aud men, They talked with sclentists, ex-
perts aud even s bhungman. On Jao. 17,
185, they submitted thelr report. They
stuted that they found five forms of execu-
tlon in vogue.  The guillotine wos used by
ten governments, the sword by ninctecn,
the gallows by three, the musket by two
and the ax by one, They saw no merits in
any of thess instruments of death, sud
unanimonusly recommended the adoption
of the electric eurrent. With this report nas
& basis for mction the legislature framed
nnd passed the bill now oo the statute
books. It received the slgosture of the

vernor June 4, 1888 and went luto effect

an. 1, 1800, It was, as appears from the
above statement, u mensure thint reoeived
Ufe und being chiefly through the exer
tlons of Dr, Southwick sud Governor Hill,
Ita provisions are too well known to need
repetition hore, but it is well to add that i
was credted 1o the interests of humanity

A BARG, \IN BY LETTER

HOW A CONTRACT MAY BE MADE
BY CORRESPONDENCE.

Oonditions of Offer aud Aceaptance, When
Kaeh Mauy Ho Withdmwn—Medium by

Whileh Acosptancs Fhould Be Sent e
Hind Party Making the Offer.

When & contruct s made by letter or
telograph the question ocours, st what
time or by what act is the contract com-
pletad?

The law in this conntry may be sum-
marized thos: If A writes to B propos-
ing to him s contract, the proposition
remaing open until it reaches B and for
ruch time aftorwards as would give B a
reasonable opportunity of accepting the
proposition, unless before B accepta A
withdraws the offer by n subsequent let-
ter or by telegraph. The offer may be
withdrawn by A at any time before . se-
ceptance, or may be withdrawn befors
the proposition resches B. For example,
If the proposition was sent to B by madl,
a telogram revoking the offer which
reached B before the letter would pre-
vent B from holding A by an ascept-
nnee after receipt of the letter.

It is not, bowever, withdeawn until a
notice of withdrawal reaches B,  This is
the important point.  Thus if A in Bos
ton writes to B in New Orleans, offering
a certuin price for a bundred bales of
cotton and the next day alters his mind
and writea to B withdrasving his offer,
if the first lotter renches B before the
seoond, althongh after the second was
written and mailed, B hns a right to ne-
cept the offer before he gets the letter
withdrawing it, and, by his acceptance,
binds A; but if B delays his ncceptance
until the second letter reaches him the
offer is then effectunlly withdrawn.

It may likewise bo withdrawn by n
telegram which reaches B before he hos
wocepted the offer; but if a telegram or
lotter revoking the offer for any reason
fails to reach B his acceptance wiil bind
A although made after the time when
in due course the letter or telegraum re-
voking the order should have reached
ki, The principle underlying this rols
of conrse is that A selects his means of
communication, und if it fails him he
must of course be responsible.

It ia n mufficient neceptance on the part
of B if he writes to A decluring his no-
gzmne. and puts his letter into the post-

if the offer wns by mail; or if he
delivers to the telegraph company n mes-
sage declaring his nceeptance, if the offer
renched him by telegraph, and the ac-
coptance in either case is binding upon
A, although the letter or telegram may
il to reach him, The acceptance is
complete by depositing the letter in the
postoffice or the message at the telegraph

office.

But if the offer be by mail and the
nuswer by telegraph, or vice versa, the
contract is not complete until B's accept-
wnee renches A, Applying the rule thut
he who selects his means of commuanica-
tion vouches for it, it would follow that
if tho scceptunce sent by telegraph of
un offer which cume by mail f to
reach A, the latter would not be bound
by the acceptance.

The Vower of Exnmple.

Of course {t is
not heralded from tho housetops that
dear Reginald is washing dishes in
America; ob, no, he i “rmuching it in
the west.”
